Because of dif- 
ference in climate, we cannot ship orders 
in exact rotation as received. However, 
early orders are given preference within 
their proper shipping time, which em- 
braces a period of about 30 days. Ship- 
ping season opens September 15th.

We cannot guarantee continuous growth 
since this depends upon care you give the 
plants and upon your local conditions. 


It is mutually agreed that in any event 
we will not be liable for more than the 
purchase price of the stock. 


In case of inability to fill an order, re- 
turn of the customer's money shall release 
us from any further liability whatsoever. 


Note: In case refills cannot be made in 
the fall, they will be made the following 
spring or fall, providing the final report 
is made before May 15th.
